The house is five bays wide and two bays deep. It is three stories high ana 
has a flat roof. The building walls are laid in stretcher bond. The foundation 
wall facing Lafayette Avenue is laid in the sa'ne oonJ, out facing Fremont Avenue 
the foundation wall is smooth marble. A water table of the sane stone is incor­
porated into the Lafayette Avenue and Fremont Avenue facades. The windows 
punctuating the building and foundation walls and those projecting from the slate 
singled third story facade are flat and double hung. 

Lafayette, Avenue Facade 

The foundation wall is punctuated by three windows, two to the left of the nine 
steps and stoop leading to the entrance, and one to the right of those steps. 
The two to the left are hung with one over one lights and the other window is 
hung with six over six lights. A decorative wrought iron railing follows the steps. 
The first story facade is punctuated by four windows, two to either side of the 
entrance. These are hung with one over one liglts and accompanied by splayed 
brick linetls and marble sills. The entrance is a flat painted wood door. The 
second story facade is punctuated by five windows hung with one over one lights 
and accompanied by splayed brick lintels and stone sills. Immediately above the A\ 
painted wood cornice, the third story facade is punctuated by five windows dou­
ble hung with two over two lights. The roof line and corners are decorated with 
painted and molded wood. The windows are framed in what resembles very shallow 
dormers decoratively perforated wood surrounds with half arched apertures and molded 
wood window hoods. 

Fremont Avenue Facade 

The third story facade facing Fremont Avenue is characterized by the same 
architectural treatment as its counterpart facing Lafayette Avenue. The facade 
is punctuated by a single window, hung and designed identically to its previously 
discussed counterparts. The first and second story facades are each punctuated 
by two windows, the four hung with one over one lights and accompanied by 
splayed brick lintels and marble sills. The foundation wall is punctuated by two 
windows hung with six over six lights.
